WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation's 
unemployment 
rate 
leaped to 6.5 per cent in No­ 
vember, its highest level in 13 
years, the government reported 
today. 
The Labor Department said 
the

unemployed 
Americans rose by 482,000 last 
month to a total of 5,975,000. 
At the same time, total em­ 
ployment in the nation dropped 
by nearly 800,000 last month to 
85.7 
million, 
virtually wiping 
out the entire increase in the 
number of jobs over the past 
year. 
Massive layoffs in the au­ 
tomobile industry and job loss­ 
es in electrical equipment and 
textile 
industries 
ami 
retail 
trade accounted for most of the 
job losses last month, the de­ 
partment said. 
The 
November 
increase 
in 
the unemployment rate — from 
6 per cent in Octber — was the

over the next year. 


The Labor Department said 
most of the increase in unem­ 
ployment last month was ac­ 
counted for by workers who 
were either laid off or fired 
from their last jobs. Over the 
past year, unemployment has 
risen 
by almost 
1.9 million, 
with the portion of job losers 
among the unemployed increas­ 
ing from 37 per cent to 47 per 
cent.

unemploy­ 
ment figures were based on 
data 
gathered 
before 
the 


middle of the month. Thou­ 
sands more workers have been 
laid off since then, in part due 
to slumping auto sales and the 
nationwide coal strike. This will 
push the jobless rate for De­ 
cember still higher.

Thursday in the Labor Depart­ 
ment’s weekly report on unem­ 
ployment 
insurance 
benefits. 
The report said the number of 
initial claims for jobless bene­ 
fits increased by 81,600 during 
the week ending Nov. 23 and 
that 42 states reported higher 
volumes. 


A year ago, 1,430,000 workers 
were receiving unemployment 
insurance benefits. 


The 
November 
increase 
in 
the jobless rate represented the 
third monthly spurt in a row. 
After taking 10 months to rise 
to 5.4 per cent from last Octo­ 
ber's 31 ¿-year low of 4.8 per 
cent, the rate jumped to 5.8 per 
cent in September and then 
climbed 
an 
additional 
two- 
tenths of a per cent in October. 
Chairman Alan Greenspan of 
the President’s Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers said earlier this 
week that industry layoffs, es­ 
pecially in the auto industry, 
were worse than anticipated. 
He predicted that the unem­ 
ployment rate will continue up­ 
ward until it reaches “some­ 
thing over 7 per cent” in the 
third quarter of 1975.

17 and then g o downhill for the 
rest of ou r liv es is a my th, say s 
Dr. Lissy F. Jarv ik, a professor of 
psy chiatry at the Univ ersity of 
California in Los Ang eles. 
Citing sev eral stu dies, inclu ding 
her own, of intellectu al fu nc­ 
tioning among ag ing popu lations, 
she 
m aintains 
that 
g enerally 
there is no decline in knowledg e or 
reasoning ability , not only into 
the 30s and 40s, bu t into the 60s 
and 7 0s as well. 
One continu ing stu dy has been 
following children who are now 
adu lts in their 40s. No decline in 
intellectu al fu nctioning has been 
observ ed. 
Another 
stu dy 
has 
followed colleg e stu dents who 
were first tested at the tim e of 
W’orld War II. These people are 
now in their 50s, and no decline 
has been fou nd. 
The most common complaint of 
older people is that their memory 
is not as g ood as it u sed to be. Bu t 
when learning takes place u nder 
laboratory conditions, there is 
equ ally proficient learning bet­ 
ween y ou ng and old people and 
memory is also often equ al.

The dru g wore off as he was 
hu stled down the elev ator. Two 
Japanese boarded the elev ator on 
the sev enth floor Kim cried ou t: 
"Help me! They are g oing to kill 
m e!” 
The two Japanese passeng ers 
hastily departed the elev ator on 
the third floor and the kidnapers 
ang rily beat Kim as they con­ 
tinu ed the ride down to the 
g arag e. They pu shed him into a 
car, jammed his head down on the 
seat and held hands ov er his ey es 
and mou th.

Heretofore, he had refu sed to be 
drag g ed into the controv ersy , he 
said, and, therefore, had not 
responded to qu estions abou t the 
Kim Dae Ju ng kidnaping . Bu t he 
told me earnestly : "I swear to 
God that I had nothing to do with 
this u g ly affair." 
Sou rces close to President Park 
ag ree that the incident wou ld be 
ou t of character for him. They say 
that Park, himself a targ et for 
political assassination, has strong 
feeling s ag ainst political v iolence. 
I qu estioned witnesses both in 
and ou t of the Sou th Korean 
g ov ernment abou t the kidnaping . 
I spoke to the KCIA chief, Shin 
Chick Soo. I also talked to op­ 
position leaders who preferred not 
to be named. 
The kidnapers hav e nev er been 
identified, bu t almost certainly 
they were KCIA men. Bu t it also 
appears that a hard-line KCIA 
faction acted on its own, withou t 
orders from abov e. 
I told President Park of my 
conclu sions. He ag reed that the 
abdu ction was probably the work 
of the KCIA. In fact, he said that 
he had held the KCIA chief 
responsible for the incident and 
had su mmarily fired him. Bu t his 
su ccessor, Shin Chick Soo, has 
been.u nable to locate the kidnap 
cu lprits. 
The KCIA, like ou r own CIA, is 
sometim es u nfathomable.

Con Carlo, Boss of All Bosses 
Retiring ' leav ing y ou ng Mafiosi 
hu nting political connections 
NEW YORK — This is the 
season to be wary of the God­ 
fathers.

C hristm as fare. Ghou lish thou g ht. 
The real Godfather, according 
to most au thorities is 7 2-y ear-old 
boss of all bosses, Don Carlo 
Gambino, 
the 
qu iet 
man 
of 
Massapequ a, Long Island. The 
word is, he’s retiring from the 
chairm anship of the board. He 
has a hou se in Florida. He is tired. 
He is eag er to join and fraternize 
with som e of the few old-timers he 
enjoy s. 
Like 
the 
7 2-y ear-old 
Mey er Lansky who su rv iv ed the 
cou rts, the ancient Mu rder, Inc. 
day s and bu llets. 
This is g ood news bu t not for the 
easy reasoning which spring s to 
mind so swiftly . The mob won't 
disappear. Bu t many of its old 
connections will. 
What most Mafia-watchers and 
other bu ffs forg et is that the old 
crowd of dons g rew u p with the 
men who made them possible - 
the 
ju dg es, 
the 
police 
com­ 
missioners, the m ay ors and ev en 
federal (U.S.) and cou nty district 
attorney s. 
The dons and the ju dg es and the 
police commissioners and some 
mig hty weig hty pu blic citizens 
wou ld 
be each other’s hou se 
g u ests; they wou ld jolly along side 
each other on banqu et daises - 
m obsters 
and 
police 
com ­ 
missioners. They m ade ju dg es. 
And they collected their I.O.U.s. 
Frankie 
Costello, 
the 
prime 
m inister, did. 
They 
ev en planted 
a 
hig h 
assistant in the office of the U.S. 
attorney for the Sou thern District 
of New York, once u pon a g rim 
time. 
Bu t most of those dons are dead, 
or deathly ill, or rotting in prison, 
or ju st rotting as is one of them as 
a hu m an v eg etable with a bu llet in 
the head. 
Look at the Godfathers’ roster. 
Oliv e 
oil king , 
the late Joe 
Profaci, to whose wake came 
some world famou s fig u res, and

Howev er, many of the men to 
whom Gambino reportedly was 
ready to throw the flaming torch - 
or am I being too su btle? - are in 
prison. According to FBI Director 
Clarence Kelley 's latest cou nt 
Ju ly 1, there were 1,367 conv icted 
sy ndicate mobsters inclu ding the 
top Mafia "fu nctionaries” in New 
York, 
Philadelphia, 
Clev eland 
and New Eng land. 
F iv e 
M afia 
hig h-ranking 
chieftains were among the nearly 
2,7 00 
m obsters 
aw aiting 
prosecu tion on that date. 
This is the story in many other 
cities 
and 
states -- 
Chicag o, 
Detroit, 
y ou 
name 
them. 
In 
Chicag o, for ex ample, old tim ers 
from the W arner Bros, ty pe mov ie 
day s today are battling for sy n­ 
dicate control - and their liv es. 
This is not only tru e for New 
York or Illinois. John Goldstein, 
the U.S. Attorney for New Jersey , 
the state once du bbed the most 
corru pt in the u nion, has told me 
and others that the mob is 
smashed in his state. 
"W hat is left are frag mentized 
pieces 
of 
org anized 
crim e 
families and we are aware of who 
and where they are. And, we want 
to keep it that way ,” said Gold­ 
stein. 
At another time he said: “The 
leaders of ev ery org anized crime 
family in this State hav e been 
conv icted ... and hav e been in­ 
carcerated. Org anized crim e has 
been depriv ed of its leadership 
and once v ast org anizations hav e 
been splintered into what are 
today relativ ely small g rou ps of 
indiv idu als which can be con­ 
trolled and monitored by local 
au thorities.” 
So Carlo Gambino, the don of 
dons, and whomev er is left of his 
colleag u es on what is called, in 
federal circles, a national com­ 
mission, hav e had to dig deeper 
into the ranks.

Charley Pride has made 22 
record albums and 12 of them 
are gold. He's one of the top 
country artists in the United 
States today and the first black 
performer to make it as a top 
country artist. His “ Mississippi 
Cotton Picking Delta Town” is 
No. 2 on the best-selling coun­ 
try chart of Nov. 2. 
But, interesting as it is to 
hear him talk about today, it's 
even more interesting to hear 
him talk about the twists in the 
path to stardom. Maybe that’s 
because he started out to be­ 
come a Jackie Robinson and 
wound up instead an Ernest 
Tubb. 
Pride was bom in Sledge, 
Miss., and picked cotton with 
his parents, seven brothers and 
three sisters. “ My Dad is re­ 
tired now; he doesn’t ever have 
to work any more. I got h im 
taken care of, in Lambert, 
Miss., 16 miles from where I 
was bom.” 
Pride’s mother named h im 
Chari Frank Pride and the year 
she died, 1956, she got copies of 
the birth certificates for all her 
children and found the midwife 
had written Charley instead of 
Chari. “ I was in the Army so I 
had my name changed. When I 
was ready to be discharged, 
they had some embezzlement 
at the camp and they saw in 
the files I had two names. It 
took me two or three days to 
get it all straightened out.” 
Pride played baseball in the 
now-defunct Negro American 
League. “ I pitched and played 
outfield. 
“ Two players in that 
league 
who 
went 
on 
to 
prominence were Hank Aaron 
and Ernie Banks. Ernie went 
straight from the Kansas City 
Monarchs to the Chicago Cubs. I 
remember he hit one off me, a 
home run, in Salina, Kan., 
that’s still going. And I 
remember striking him out in 
Pine Bluff, Ark., three years 
later. 
I’m not a boastful 
person, but it’s a fact I hit over 
300 everywhere I played. 
“ Jackie Robinson, and later 
W illie Mays, used to play their 
all-stars against the Negro 
American League all-stars. I ’ve 
got a clipping, I was the win­ 
ning pitcher 4-3 in relief, in that 
game in 1956, just before I went 
in the Army. It's the first time 
the Negro League all-stars ever 
won.” 
One team which cut Pride 
from its roster told him to go to 
East Helena, Mont., because 
Anaconda Mining’s zinc smelter 
kept 18 jobs open for ball play­ 
ers, regulating their days off so 
they could have a team. “ I 
called my wife and told her I’d 
be making 20 bucks a day; I’d 
never made that much in my 


life.

When Robin Lee Graham was 16 
years old, he got in his ¿oat and 
went sailing. Five years and 
30,000 miles later he came home, 
the youngest person in history to 
sail around the world alone. By 
the time Graham was 21 he had 
spent nearly a quarter erf his life 
alone on his 23-foot sloop called 
“ Dove” Why did he do it? 
“ When I asked him, he didn't 
have the answer. All he said was 
‘I thought it would be fun,' “ says 
Gregory Peck, the producer of the 
true-life film “ The Dove.” 
When Gregory Peck was 55 
years old, he got on a plane and 
flew to Fiji to begin scouting 
locations for “ The Dove.” Two 
years and 60,000 miles later, he 
came home. His first film as a 
producer was finished. By the 
time Peck was 57 he had spent 
nearly a third of his life as one of 
the biggest stars in Hollywood. 
Why did he make “ The Dove” ? 
“ My first reaction was that here 
was a story that entertained and 
moved me,” he said. “ I found I 
could identify with both the boy 
and his father, who encouraged 
him to make the trip. There was a 
love story 
in 
it as well. I 
recognized it as touching and 
funny and human. It struck me 
that here was the kind of thing 
that everybody wants to see. I 
simply wanted a contemporary 
film for all ages and they’re hard 
to come by these days.” 
It was a natural for Peck. As 
producer he assumed the role of 
commander of an international 
crew of 40 professionals. Nine 
identical sloops had to be built and 
stationed at various points around 
the world. Five identical cats 
needed to be trained. Then there 
was the logistical problem of 
transporting 
11,400 pounds of 
highly sensitive equipment. It all 
sounds vaguely reminiscent, like 
something out of one of Peck's 
other roles in "The Guns of 
Navarone" or “ Twelve O’Clock 
High.” Only this 
time the 
challenges were real 
Then there’s Charles Jarrott, 
the director of “ The Dove.” Why 
did he do it? 
“ The Dove’ makes a positive 
statement about a boy who set out 
to do something and succeeded. 
It’s not a Disney story; there is 
some abrasion to it.” he said. 
Besides, Jarrott is at home with 


the filming of epic adventures. 
Before “ The Dove,” Jarrott had 
directed “ Anne of the Thousand 
Days,” “ Mary ,Queen of Scots” 
and “ Lost Horizon.” 
The cameraman’s motives may 
be a little easier to understand. He 
is Sven Nykvist, the award-

Sw edish 
cinematographer. 
Nykvist has a cozy relationship 
with peculiar notions.

there is no decline in knowledge or 
reasoning ability, not only into 
the 30s and 40s, but into the 60s 
and 70s as well. 
One continuing study has been 
following children who are now 
adults in their 40s. No decline in 
intellectual functioning has been 
observed.

followed college 
students who 
w ere first tested at the tim e of 
World W ar II. These people are 
now in their 50s. and no decline 
has been found.

DEAR DR LAM B - I re­ 
cently read in the San An­ 
tonio News an article that 
frightened me half to death. 
It was about screw worms in 
Texas. The article stated 
screw worms affected people 
as well as animals. It stated 
there were 8.900 cases treat­ 
ed in Texas last year and 75 
per cent of these were in 
South Texas and the San An­ 
tonio area. 
We plan to retire and make 
our home in San Antonio so 
you can understand why 1 
might be somewhat con­ 
cerned with this problem. 
I am especially interested 
in knowing who and how 
screw worms attack. What is 
the incidence and what area 
seems to be most affected? 
How can they be recognized 
and controlled? How can we 
protect ourselves from con­ 
tact with them? If they should 
attack a person what is the 
percentage of fatality? 
We have two children and 
since our possible retirement 
sites are limitless, I wouldn't 
want to make any move that 
may endanger their lives in 
any way.

Charley Pride has made 22 
record albums and 12 of them 
are gold. He’s one of the top 
country artists in the United 
States today and the first black 
performer to make it as a top 
country artist. His ’ Mississippi 
Cotton Picking Delta Town” is 
No. 2 on the best-selling coun­ 
try chart of Nov. 2. 
But, interesting as it is to 
hear him talk about today, it’s 
even more interesting to hear 
him talk about the twists in the 
path to stardom. Maybe that’s 
because he started out to be­ 
come a Jackie Robinson and 
wound up instead an Ernest 
Tubb. 
Pride was born in Sledge, 
Miss., and picked cotton with 
his parents, seven brothers and 
three sisters. “My Dad is re­ 
tired now; he doesn’t ever have 
to work any more. I got him 
taken care of, in Lambert, 
Miss., 16 miles from where I 
was born.” 
Pride’s mother named him 
Chari Frank Pride and the year 
she died, 1956, she got copies of 
the birth certificates for all her 
children and found the midwife 
had written Charley instead of 
Chari. “I was in the Army so I 
had my name changed. When I 
was ready to be discharged, 
they had some embezzlement 
at the camp and they saw in 
the files I had two names. It 
took me two or three days to 
get it all straightened out.” 
Pride played baseball in the 
now-defunct Negro American 
League. “I pitched and played 
outfield. 
“Two players in that 
league 
who 
went 
on 
to 
prominence were Hank Aaron 
and Ernie Banks. Ernie went 
straight from the Kansas City 
Monarchs to the Chicago Cubs. I 
remember he hit one off me, a 
home run, in Salina, Kan., 
that’s still going. 
And 
I 
remember striking him out in 
Pine Bluff, Ark., three years 
later. 
I’m not a boastful 
person, but it’s a fact I hit over 
300 everywhere I played. 
“Jackie Robinson, and later 
Willie Mays, used to play their 
all-stars against 
the 
Negro 
American League all-stars. I’ve 
got a clipping, I was the win­ 
ning pitcher 4-3 in relief, in that 
game in 1956, just before I went 
in the Army. It’s the first time 
the Negro League all-stars ever 
won.” 
One team which cut Pride 
from its roster told him to go to 
East Helena, Mont., because 
Anaconda Mining’s zinc smelter 
kept 18 jobs open for ball play­ 
ers, regulating their days off so 
they could have a team. “I 
called my wife and told her I’d 
be making 20 bucks a day; I’d 
never made that much in my 


life. 
“One day a guy that ran a 
club that had music on Thurs­ 
days when they had stock car 
racing called my foreman to 
see if he’d let me off two hours 
early to sing there. He’d heard 
me singing at ballgames over 
the PA system, when I’d be 
having a good night at the 
plate. I’d like to say I sang the 
National Anthem but I really 
did ‘A Hole in the Bottom of 
the Sea.’ My foreman said okay 
— I worked 3 to 11 p.m. — and 
I rented me a guitar and ampli­ 
fier and sang country. 
“In 1961 I went to spring 
training with the Angels in 
Southern California. I tried to 
look good too quick and I look­ 
ed worse and worse. The pitch­ 
ing coach told me I didn’t have 
a major league arm. I went to 
Gene Autry and told him I 
knew somebody had to help 
him once, so please don’t send 
me home. He said he didn’t run 
the team. They sent me home 
with a tuna fish sandwich and

day of spring training at the 
same park with the Brewers 
and I remembered 1961 and 
how desperate I was.
